GREAT BRITISH SEA SPECTACLES 
OF FORMER DAYS. 


Recent Parade of the Fleet on the So- 
lent Recalls Former Displays of 
Warships—George (11. Originated 
the Custom as Known To-day, Gut 
Henry VIII. Heid a Review of His 
Little Flotilla—Victoria’s Pageant. 


The great naval review in the So- 
lent of a 1ew days ago fecalis some 
of the most maguificent spectacles of 
just days 

before the time of the Hanoverian 
regitue reviews of our fighting 
Were fow and far between. biizabeth 
held a review of her ships at aiubury. 
when she gathered her troops Uere 
in readiness for the Spanish iivasion 
by the formidable Armada. Her fath- 
er, Henry VILL, had also once re. 
viewed his scanty array of war vee 
Bele when his notable ship, the Great 
Marry, was added to the number, ona 
supposed to be the one und only 
Dreadnougiit of ite day. 

It was George II]. who first bewun 
the system of reviews of the fleet ae 
we know it to-day. He wus present 
at three such spectacles during his 
long reign, and in 1794 there was u 
mock fight of the ships for his benetit 
but o review at that time was made 
the occasion of showing how sips 
could fight rather than a display ot 
bunting, illuminations, and festivity 
The victory of Trafalgar first drew 
general uttention to our fleet, and «@ 
great review was held in Isl4, in hon- 
or of the peace so svon to be broken 
This review was to celebrate, toc, the 
Visit of the allied sovereigns to Eng 
land, 
jant display of ships. 

George IV. wus present at two re. 
views during his ten years’ occupancy 
of the throne, though neither of them 
was purticularly famous either for 
number of vessels attending of tor 
any striking incidents. 

It was Queen Victoria who gave the 
review of the fleet its greatest signi 
fication in modern times. In 1842 she 
held her first review, with the Prince 
Consort, and it is noteworthy that 
learly every ship she saw at that time 
Wus ufter the pattern of the old Vie 
tery, moored aloes by the place where 
the review was, Steam was used in 
the navy at this time, but by far the 
greater proportion of warships still de- 
pended on the wind for motive-power 


There was 6 neva! demonstration in 
1844 in honor of the visit of King 
Louis Phillippe, who was accompan 
jed by a Preoeh squadron 

It wits at The memomble review o1 
1853 that the late Queen for the first 
time in history suw a mavy that was 
independent of sails and wind for ite 
progress The) screw-propeller, too, 
had actually appexred on some vessels 
by this date.

to them all was that he was ready, 
not to be bound only, but also to die 
at Jerusalem for the name of the Lord 
Jesus (verse 13). Compare his words 
to the Ephesian elders at Miletua in 
chapter xx, 24, Both of these are 
splendid utterances of a whole hearted 
servant of Christ who would not by 
any persuasion of friends be turned 
aside from what he believed to be the 
Lord's way for him. When they aaw 
that he would not be persuaded they 
simply ceased urging him and said, 
“The will of the Lord be done” (verse 
14). Being joined by several of the 
disciples from Caesarea and by an 
old disciple from Cyprus named 
Mnason, who was to lodge them, they 
in due time reached Jerusalem and 
were gladly received by the brethren. 
Thus ended the third missionary jour- 
ney. 

Concerning the will of the Lord to 
which they desired to submit when 
they found that they could not per- 
snade Paul not to go to Jerusalem, 
there can be nothing greater or higher

Edmonton.—W. T. Finley, minister 
jof agriculture, denies a rumor to the 
effect that the provincial government 
is proposing to take over a local pack- 
ing house for pork packing purposes 
jin fulfillment of the promise of a gov- 
fernment owned and operated packing 
plant. The government's proposal, as 
outlined at the last session of the pro- 
vincial legislature in accordance with 
the recommendations submitted by 
jthe pork packing commission, is to 
lestablish a government packing plant,

| furnish a guarantee to sell their hogs

DR. COOK 18 GIVEN CREDIT FOR 
COMPLETE SUCCESS 


Many are still Somewhat Doubtful but 
the General Opinion seems to be 
That the North Pole Has Been 
Reached by Dr. Cook—Life Sketch 
of the Modest but Intrepid Ex- 
plorer. 


New York.—The dream of finding 
the North Pole has for centuries lured 
explorers, scientists and daring ad- 
venturers. Whether this dream has 
now become a reality by the achieve- 
nent. of Dr. Frederick A, Cook, of 
Brooklyn, rests thus far upon the re- 
ports cabled from Copenhagen, ap- 
parently a laconic message from Ler- 
wick, Shetland Islands, whence he is 


proceeding to Copenhagen saying: 
“Successful. Well. Address, Copen- 
hagen.” 


New York.—Cyrus C. Adams, chief 
geographical expert of the American 
Geographical society, and author of 
several well known works on geo- 
graphical rh he stid that his ex- 
amination of Dr. Cook’s narrative had 
convinced him that the explorer’s 
claim to the discovery of the north 
pole is genuine, and will stand. 

Washington.—Maurice F. Egan, the 
United States minister at Copenhagen, 
has telegraphed the state departinent 
that Dr. Cook’s reported discovery of 
the North Pole, has been corroborated 


by Dergaard Jansen, the Danish in- 
spector of North Greenland. 
Christiana.—Capt. Amundsen, the 


explorer, ridicules the suggestion that 
Dr. Cook has merely found the mag- 
netic pole. The magnetic pole is on 
the west side, quite removed from Dr. 
Cook's course, 
be absolutely reliable.” 

Sketch of Dr. Cook 

Dr. Frederick A. Cook, the Ameri- 
can, who is reported to have reached 
the North Pole, was born in Calicoon 
Depot, Sullivan County and is a resi- 
dent of Brooklyn, N.Y. For years he 
has given his attention to Arctic ex- 
plorations and in 1891-2, he was sur- 
geon of the Peary Arctic expedition. 
He has received numerous decorations 
from the geographical societies of 
Europe for his researches and writ- 
vgs in the Polar field. 

Dr. Cook started on his present ex- 
pedition in the summer of 1907, sail- 
ing from North Sydney, C.B., on 
board the schooner, Jno. A. Bradley, 
with Capt. Moses Bradley as sailing 
waster. The party was re-inforced 
with sleds, dogs and Arctic equipment 
at Etah, Greenland, whence they 
sailed on March 13, 1908, 

Dr. Cook's plan was to set aside all 
tradition by making the. dash to the 
Pole during the winter months when 
the elements are considered least ad- 


vantageous for an advance northward, | 


Nothing has been heard from Dr. 
Cook for the last eighteen months. A 
special committee of the Arctic club 
has, however, made careful calcula- 
tion upon his probable whereabouts 
and had reached the conclusion that 
Dr. Cook had discovered the Pole. 

It was Dr. Cook's plan to make his 
base of supplies or permanent camp 
at Annatok, Tn Greenland about 20 
miles north of Etah, This would place 
him about 1,000 miles from the North 
Pole. He first made his way west- 
ward out of the cache and across to 
Ellismere Land, The Arctie club cal- 
culates that he reached this position 
in the spring of 1908, The last, news 
received from him was dated Mareh 
17, 1908, when he was near Cape 
Thomas Hubbard. He reported that 


his health was excellent, that he 
had picked a large party of Eski- 
mos of superior intelligence and 
that the prospects for success was 


bright. He intended to push on to the 
northern point of Greenland and from 
there to start his dash to the Pole in 
the winter of 1908, He expected to 
return to his headquarters at) Anna- 
toka not later than next month. 

Dr. Cook was born in 1865, He was 
married in 1902 to Miss Mary Hunt 
His wife has close enleulations on his 
progress and has shared the belief of 
the Arctic club that her husband has 
achieved the goal of the North Pole, 


Divorce Grows in Canada ‘ 

Ottawa.—The prevalent evil of di- 
vorce and the increasing extent to 
which it is sought is indicated in the 
official records of the divorce commit- 
tee of the Canadian senate, which 
handles cases from.Quebee, Ontario, 
Manitoba and the two new eastern 
provinces, The province 
Scotian, New Brunswick and British 
Columbia have divorce courts of their 
own, and it is a rare thing for a case 
to some from Prince Edward Island, 

From the upper and middle classes 
of society the cases originate almost 
entirely, for divorce, obtained by act 
of parliament, is a rather expensive 
procedure, It is true thet there is 
n provision for dealing with cases in 
forma pauperis, but they very rarely 
come up. The average divorce, se- 
cured at Ottawa, costs from $500 up- 
ward, 

The number of applications for di- 
vorce to be passed upon at the com- 
ing session of parliament, which 
opens in November, demonstrates 
that the evil seems to be getting a 
stronger foothold in Canada,

|TIME HAS COME TO ASSIST THE 
| MOTHER COUNTRY 


Sir William White Delivers an Inter- 
| esting Address to Members of Ca- 
nadian Club at Winnipeg on De- 
fence of the Empire—Believes That 
Colonies Should Assist the Mother 
Country in Maintaining Supremacy 


Winnipeg. —That it was fair for 
Great Britain to bear the cost of main- 
taining the naval supremacy while the 
colonies were “growing up,”’ but that 
it is now time for these Dominions to 
take a share in relieveing the mother 
,country from this burden, was _ the 
contention of Sir William White, K.C. 
G., F.R.S., in an address before the 
members of the Canadian club. 

Sir William White refused to dis- 
cuss the manner in which the domin- 
ions should assist the mother country 
in the building up of the navy. Sir 
William White is an authority on this 
matter having been for many years 
director of naval construction and as- 
sistant controller of the navy during 
which time he was responsible  de- 
signer of H. M. ships.

volves no monopoly or exclusion of 
other nations, : 

“Our policy is an open ocean, where 
the peaceful trader and the swift pas. 
senger steamer can come and go in 
security, thus promoting the inter. 
courses and friendliness of all the na- 
tions of the world, No other empire 
has been based on or maintained by 
command of the sea, Consequently our 
claim to supremacy is not unjust or 
unreasonable as some assert, 
it is admitted to be well founded by 
all the greatest authorities of all na- 
tions, 

We are supreme at present and we 
‘owe that position primarily to the sac- 
rifices, courage and foresight of our 
ancestors ve were willing to pay 
and paid a high price in life and trea- 
sure for that proud position. 

“Our supremacy has been challeng- 
ed again and again and sometime 
;seemed in peril, In my own recollee- 
tion there have been two great crisis; 
(when iron clad construction be- 
gan and France took a lead under the 
inspiration of Napoleon IIT.; (2) about 
20 years ago when France and Russia 
by their combined efforts threatened 
to surpass us in naval strength, On 
each occasion the strong sense and 
patriotic feeling of the British people, 
jaided and stimulated by the press led 
to action which made the empire safe 
For more than twenty years we have 
been at war, finnneially, with Euro- 
pean countries, desirous of emulating 
our naval position. Great outlay has 
been involved and it has been practi- 
cally wholly borne by the citizens of 
the United Kingdom,” 

Sir William White then gave fig- 
ures to bear out this statement and 
showed it had been his lot to bear a 
part in this struggle whieh began 
about three years after his aeceptanee 
of offiee in 1885,

Citizens of the West are Well Repre- 
sented at the Meeting and Great 
Interest is Manifested in the Sub- 
ject of Prairie Forestry—Lieut.- 
Gov. Forget Delivers an Interesting 
Opening Address. 

Regina.—The special meeting of the 
Dominion Forestry association was 
convened here, under the chairman- 
ship of Hon. W. T. Pipes, commis- 
sioner of crown lands and forests of 
the provinee of Nova Scotia.  Ad- 
dresses of weleome were delivered by 
Lieut.-Gov. Forget, Premier  Seott, 
Mayor Williams, President MacAra of 
the board of trade, and Minister of 
Agriculture Motherwell. All dealt par- 
ticularly with the fact that Regina 
was the most fitted place for holding 
the convention, beenuse here on the 
great treeless plain the objects of the 
association could be most fully appre- 
ciated, 

Citizens of the west were well re- 
presented at the meeting, and the in- 
terest taken in the subject of prairie 
forestry by thy people of this part of 
Canada was evineed by those who 


} came from the east, and by the natnes 


of those who sent letters of regret at 
tier inability to be present, 
Licut.-Gov. Forget, of Saskatchewan, 
in his opening address stated in part: 
We all know that it is difficult to 
find any very extensive district divid- 
ed in its virgin state in due propor- 
tion between forest and plain. As a 
rute itis all dense forest, or all open 
ecurtry. From the point of view of 
the agriculturists of these two condi- 
tions the latter ix naturally preferred. 
This is practically the existing condi- 
tion in this province. In faet, the 
greatest attraétion of Saskatchewan is 
its rich plain, all ready for the plow 
and capable from the first of yielding 
good returns to the settlers, This is so 
much the case that although the old- 
est settlers have been on their lands 
only a few years, all have done well, 
and already a considerable number 
have actually enriched themselves, 
However gratifying these results, the 
absence of trees on the most desirable 
homesteads was keenly felt) from the 
very first, especially in the case of 
those who came from Reve where 
trees are in greater profusion, and it 
certainly delights one to see here and 
there throughout the province the ef- 
jurts that have been made to change 
these conditions.
